Naval Arms Conference 
The long delayed announcement = of 
of the American delegation to the five- 


power naval conference scheduled to 
meet in London, Dee. 6, was made by 
President Roosevelt, Nov, 19. 


As had been expected, Norman Davis, 
American Ambassador-at-large. will head 
the delegation and Admiral William H. 
Standley, USN, Chief of Naval Opera 
tions, will be a member. Under Secre 
tary of State William Phillips completes 
the group. The addition of the latter 
was decided upon at the last moment, 
after rather large delegations were an- 
nounced by Japan and France. It had 
originally been believed that in view of 
world conditions, believed unauspicious 
for an arms limitation conference, repre 
sentatives of the signatories, of the 
Washington Treaty, probably the local 
ambassadors, would meet simply 
comply with the condition of that docu 
ment and after but brief discussion ad 
journ until next year. 

With the sailing of the Japanese dele 
gation for London, twenty strong, and 
the appointment of a Cabinet officer as 
one of the French delegates, it appeared 
that these two nations expect something 
more than a formal meeting. With the 
likelihood of political considerations 
heing raised, Under Secretary Phillips, 
a veteran of the Foreign Service, was 
named.

The GHOQ Air Force

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N ation’s Press Backs President’s Armistice Day Demand for Adequate Defense 


President Roosevelt's declaration on international policy—that we must avoid 
being drawn into war, do our best to discourage war, and keep our defenses 
adequate is backed overwhelmingly by the Nation's press. I[ditors commenting 


on his speech at Arlington National Cemetery on Armistice Day stress the fact that 
we must maintain adequate national defense. 


“Idealism and realism were sanely balanced in President Roosevelt's Armistice 
lay plen for world peace,” declares the New York World-Telegram, 

“When he said ‘the primary purpose of this nation is to avoid being drawn 
into war he was probably expressing the desire of ninety-nine per cent of the 
people of this country. 

“Yet, he pointed out with due emphasis, we have duties to perform in the 
world «ommunity. We must be the good neighbor. We must set an example. 
We must do all we can to discourage war, both before and after it begins. We 
must not be guilty of trying to snatch trade advantages at the price of somebody's 
head. 

“But, lhe warned, we must not bury our heads in the sand.” 


We have either led or perforined our full part in every inportant attempt to 
limit and te reduce armaments,” he said ‘Still it is with disappointment and 
sorrow that we confess the world’s gain thus far has been small, * * Jealousies 


between nations continue, Armaments increase. National ambitions that disturb 
the world’s peace are thrust forward. Most serious of all, international confidence 
in the sacredness of international coutracts is on the wane.’ 

“As a people, therefore,” continues the World-T'clegram, “we face the task, 
whether we like it or not, of self-protection. * * With the President we believe 
‘the overwhelming mass of American citizens are in hearty accord with the basic 
principles of our government’ as he outlined them yesterday. That is to say, we 


must determine to keep out of war. We must help discourage conflict. But we 
must not blind ourselves to world conditions as they are. We must not ‘bury 
our heads in the sand.” 


Declaring that the President interpreted accurately the “mind and desire of 
this Country” when he said that the “primary purpose of the Nation” is to stay 
out of war and to aid in preventing it, the Detroit ’ree Press goes on to state: 

“But the people of the United States also have au practical understanding of 
world conditions and of the position of responsibility and possible danger of war, 
not of its own making, in which this Nation stands. 

“Consequently those who see things clearly and are willing to face things 
us they are will approve even more strongly this subsequent utterance by Mr. 
Roosevelt.” alin 

Quoting then from his declaration as to adequate armament, the Free Press 
states: “And the clear implication is that if other nations do not desire to see 
America arm, they must not arm in a way which threatens our security. 

“The attitude of the American Government as the President interprets it is 
sound. Washington is pacific. It desires the friendship of all lands. But it does 
not propose being caught napping in a world gone militaristically mad.” 


A like attitude was struck by the Providence Journal. “President Roosevelt,” 
that paper declares, “in his address at Arlington yesterday, took strong ground 
for world peace. The United States, he declared, ‘will ever seek the ways of

peace,” but, he added, ‘must and will protect herself.’ 

“He stood for our resolute refusal to identify ourselves with aggressive actigp 
in any quarter, but at the same time he urged the maintenance by us of a defensiye 
system adequate to discourage attacks upon us from abroad.” 

“President Roosevelt's Armistice Day speech is an answer to a question 
repeatedly raised by many sincere and conscientious people who feel that increas 
of armament inconsistent with sincere purpose to bring about its all aroung 
reduction,” comments the Philadelphia Bulletin. “If there is justification for g 
navy at all that navy must be such as can adequately protect the country ang 
enable it to make its influence felt in the councils of the nations. The extreme 
pacifist who denies the need of any armament may object to any increase of 
levels, Dut pacifism in that sense has never been the mood of the Amerieap 
people or the will of its Congress or Executive.”

“This is, in effect, a message to all other peoples and nations, strongly sup 
ported, as we believe, by an overwhelming majority of the American people,” states 
the New Orleans Times-Picayune. Stressing how since the World War we haye 
been a leader in limitation of armaments, the paper continues: 

“But the power of good example, rated ‘the strongest force in the world’ by 
Mr. Roosevelt in the same address, has been unavailing in this instance and thug 
far. He admits it indirectly by his warning of the dangers that presently cop. 
front ‘the future mankind as a whole.” There is no disputing those dangers by the 
most ardent of pacifists. There should accordingly be no serious denial of this 
peace-loving republie’s need of ‘adequate defense on land, on sea and in air’ now 
accepted national policy.” 


“That statement in President Roosevelt's Armistice Lay speech is sound policy, 
the utterance of which should hearten all straight-thinking Americans,” states the 
Jackson, Mich. Citizen-Patriot. “Whatever the President's faults may be, his vision 
on the question of national defense is clear. 

“America asks only peace. It cannot, despite helpful efforts, quell the war. 


like ambitions of all other nations; therefore, to protect itself in the boon of 
peace it must have, as the President pledges, ‘adequate defense on land, on sea, 
and in air.” 


“Mr. Roosevelt deplores the quickened pace of armaments in other countries, 
but does not see how we can escape joining in it,” comments the New York Times. 
“In so many words, he gives oflicial notice that if they make a great increase in 
their armaments, we shall quickly enlarge our own. ‘This shows in what a 
hopeless circle we are caught when we preach peace but have to pursue it with 
plenty of big guns. Oliver Cromwell wanted peace, but declared that it must be 
‘a peace without a worm in it.’ The world has not got rid of it in the 300 years 
since he spoke. But during the last twenty years a new method of keeping the 
peace by means of international agreements and enforcement thereof has been 
set up and has worked with varying success. Just now it is, as the British Foreign 
Secretary recently aflirmed, the only real hope, and its supreme and perhaps final 
test is now being undergone. That the President's desire is to aid and further 
it in every way open to him is clear from his speech on Monday. On this issue 
he appeals for popular backing and should have it in full measure.”

“There are two methods of achieving 
security, one is by an overwhelming 
superiority of armament coupled with 
alliances. This system does not work. 
It led to a race in armaments which 
finally resulted in the World War. 

“The other way is to increase the 
power of defense and decrease the power 
of attack—in plain language to reduce 
the chances of a successful campaign of 
aggression. Heavy mobile artillery, gas, 
tanks and bombing planes have made it 
possible for Italy to invade Ethiopia. Be- 
fore my return from Europe I noticed 
that there was a distinct tendency toward 
the old policy of political alignments ac 
companied by an uncontrolled race in 
armaments. 

“There are a great many people who 
helieve that unless our interests are 
directly affected it is none of our affair 
to what goes on in the rest of the 
world. They declare that even if we 
are a party to a treaty which is broken, 
unless the breach directly affects us we 
should keep quiet and let the world go 
on its way. 

“Fortunately the government feels 
otherwise. While we will not participate 


as 


in European negotiations and settle- 
ments, nor will we make any commit- 


ments for the use of our armed forces 
for the adjudication of any dispute any- 
where, we have always shown our will- 
ingness and desire to join in won-aggres- 
sion pacts and to confer with other na- 
tions on international problems arising 
from treaties to which we are a party. 

“The peace of the world depends upon 
the sancity of treaties and no treaty 
violation can possibly leave us un- 
touched, Because of our detachment we 
are inclined to think of ways of remain- 
ing at peace when other nations are at 
war, rather than of ways to prevent 
war. 

“We cannot remain at peace just by 
hoping to do so, Even though our policy 
is to avoid foreign entanglements that 
are likely to lead us into war, we can 
contribute to the cause of peace by pur- 
suing a policy of peace, by the promo- 
tion of disarmament, the reduction of 
trade barriers, consultation and arbitra- 
tion. Without joining the League of Na- 
tions we can cooperate in many ways in 
promoting world stability and in dis- 
couraging war. 

“The recent neutrality legislation is a 


step in the right direction. In aeccord- 
ance with it the President has applied 


an embargo on arms, ammunitions and 
implements of war. He has declared 
that citizens traveling on the ships of 
either belligerent do so at their own risk 
and in addition he has warned citizens 
against carrying on any transactions 
with either belligerent. 


“The American people were dis 
illusioned by the results of the World 
War. They do not want to engage in 


other conflicts. We are trying our best 
to avoid trouble, but the only time we 
can be positive that we shall not become 
involved in war is when there is peace 
throughout the world.”

An “Adequate Navy” 


“What is an Adequate Navy” was dis- 
cussed by Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Roosevelt in an address Noy. 18 
before the Democratic Women’s Lunch- 
eon Club in Philadelphia, 

“Fortunately,” Colonel Roosevelt said, 
“this question can be answered without 
great difficulty. I am happy to say that 
there are now in existence two treaties 
which, in my opinion, have done more to 
preserve peace among the naval powers, 
and to prevent a race in naval arma- 
ment, than anything else that has been 


adopted to date. These are the Naval 
Limitation Treaties of Washington, 


signed February 6, 1922; and of London, 
signed April 22, 1930. In the Washing 
ton Treaty, the United States, Great 
Britain, Japan, France and Italy are the 
signatories. These nations have bound 
themselves to limit their capital ship 
tonnage to the following ratio: 5-5-3-1.8- 
1.8. Further provisions define the capi 
tal ship as a vessel larger than 10,000 
tons, with guns larger than 8-inch 
calibre. Special provisions have been 
adopted with regard to airplane car- 
riers. The terms for replacement of 
obsolete vessels are defined. The treaty 
is to remain in force until December 31, 
1936. It establishes a parity of naval 
strength between the contracting nations, 
in capital ships and aircraft carriers, 
each signatory nation accepting its al- 


lotted ratio as consistent with its re- 
quirements for national security. 

“The London Conference, ratified in 
1980) by the British Empire, United 


States, and Japan, applied the principle 
of limitation to cruisers, destroyers, and 
submarines ; and—except for submarines 
in approximately the same ratio be 
tween the contracting powers, as the 
ratios set by the Washington Treaty. 
“Thus it will be seen that the prinei- 


pal naval powers, in association, have 
ulready agreed by treaty to limit their 
naval establishments to the lowest 


figures which they consider consistent 
with national security and the mainten 
ance of peace, 

“These treaties are still in foree; and 
it is my earnest hope that they will be 
continued in force, at least in principle, 
with even a possible general reduction 
in tonnage. If the terms of these treaties 
had been adhered to by the United 
States in the same manner as the other 
signatories observed them, we would 
have maintained adequate naval strength, 
and thus equality in national security. 

“Unfortunately, while the Army, the 
Navy, and the Pacifists are one in 
their desire to avoid war, and thus main- 
tain a permanent state of peace, there 
are certain groups who believe that peace 
cun be obtained through complete dis- 
armament on our part, regardless of 
treaty stipulations or the action= of 
other nations; and they insist that the 
United States set 


aus 


the example. 

“We tried this during the period from 
1922 to 1933, and, while we indeed set 
the example, no other nation followed 
it. * * * 

“A navy to be adequate, must also be 
balanced in its various types of vessels. 


As I have just explained, the treaties 
give total tonnages for each class of 
ship, but it is left for each nation to 


determine in general the size and charae 
teristics of the individual ships they de 
sire. For example, a nation with rela 
tively short coastlines and numerous 
bases in its outlying possessions will not 
require the same type as another nation 
with long coast lines and practically no 
outlaying bases. 

“Thus a navy is an instrument for the 
achievement of a definite national pur 
pose, and I have already stated to you 
our naval policy. To repeat, it is for 
the maintenance of peace, and to insure 
our national security. The United States 
lies across an impressive portion of the 
North American Continent. The shore- 
line from Maine around to Brownsville, 
Texas; and from San Diego up to 
british Columbia, is 21,862 statute miles. 
The vast territory of Alaska, measured 
along the tidal shoreline, adds to this 
figure 15,132 miles. The energies of our 
people have not been confined to our 
continental limits. In the way of insu- 
lar possessions, our flag flies over the

liners that travel from California to New 


York through the Panama Canal. Our 
merchant ships go out to our islands, 


and to all the world, carrying our citi- 
zens and their goods. For the security 


of all this coastline, for the Delaware 
capes, and the sandy beaches of the 
Gulf, and for the western headlands, and 
for the great and vital artery across 
Panama, and for the long sea-highway 
that stretches across the Pacific, the 
Navy has a real and definite responsi- 


bility.” 


Philippine Army 


News dispatches from the Philippines 
this week reported President Manuel 
Quezon as stating that he plans to 
create a standing Army of 19,000 nen, 
to be of such efficiency as to make con- 
quest of the Islinds “too costly to be 
profitable.” 

By the time the Philippines become 
completely independent, President Que- 
zon was quoted as telling newspapermen, 
the country will have 500,000 trained re- 
serves. An annual outlay of $8,000,000 
will be required, he stated.

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Making of Pay Allotments 


I—Changes in AR 35-5520.—1. Pend- 
ing the revision of AR 35-5520, Aug. 30, 
1930, the following changes to those 
regulations are published as follows: 

a. Paragraph 5 is rescinded and the fol- 
lowing substituted therefor: 

5. By whom made; purpose.—a. In ac- 
cordance with the foregoing provisions, when 
serving beyond the continental limits of the 
United States or in Alaska, commissioned 
officers, including retired officers on active 
duty and Reserve officers ordered to active 
duty for six months or more; warrant offi- 
cers, including retired warrant officers on 
active duty; Army nurses; contract sur- 
geons; and permanent civilian employees of 
the War Department; and enlisted men, in- 
cluding retired enlisted men on active duty, 
wherever serving, will be permitted to allot 
such portion of their pay as they may de- 
sire for the support of their families or 
relatives only. Also, personnel of any of 
the classes mentioned in the preceding sen- 
tence, wherever serving, will be permitted to 
make allotments for the payment of 
premiums on life insurance. However, no 
allotment for insurance premiums will be 
accepted unless it be affirmatively shown on 
the form authorizing the allotment that the 
insurance is on the life of the allotter only; 
that the insurance constitutes the major and 
not a merely incidental or collateral element 
of the transaction; and that the allotment is 
to be made in favor of the insurance com- 
pany issuing the policy and not in favor 
of a bank or other agent. 

b. Allotments to banks.—The classes of 
personnel named in a above will be per- 
mitted, but only while serving beyond the 
continental limits of the United States or in 
Alaska, to make allotments in favor of banks 
in the United States, and only when such 
allotments are shown on W.D., A.G.O. Form 
No. 20 (Authorization for Allotment or De- 
duction of Pay) to be for the support of 
members of their families. In such cases 
there will be shown on the W.D., A.G.O. 
Form No. 29, in the statement of the allot- 
ter, that deposit should be made to the

ec. No allotter will be permitted to make 
more than one allotment to the same allot- 
tee covering any portion of the same period. 

d. No allotter will be permitted to make 
an allotment to a person residing at the 
same station with the allotter except in the 
case of enlisted men and then only to meet 
unusual conditions and on the recommenda- 
tion of the corps area commander. 

e. Allotments to alien enemies.—Allotments 
of pay within the meaning of these regula- 
tions will not be made, nor will they be pay- 
able to alien enemies, or allies of alien 
enemies. See 27 Comp. Dec. 387. 

b. Paragraphs 10, 13, 14, and 19 are 
changed as follows: 

10. General.—Whenever a change in allot- 
ment is desired, such as a change in the 
monthly rate, period, ete., request for such

b. (Added) Upon return to the continental 
limits of the United States.—All allotments 
made under the provisions of paragraph 5a 
and b, excepting those of enlisted men to 
dependents and allotments for insurance 
premiums, will be discontinued immediately 
upon the return of the allotter to the con- 
tinental limits of the United States. This 
will be accomplished as follows: 

(1) Commissioned officers. In cases of 
commissioned officers, the allotter will pre- 
sent W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 30 together with 
his transcript statement of account, to the 
disbursing officer who first pays his pay 
and allowance account upon arrival in the 
United States. The disbursing officer will 
make appropriate record in his office of the 
discontinuance of allotment, and will for- 
ward the W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 30 by letter 
directly to the Finance Officer, U. 8. Army, 
Washington, D. C. 

(2) Enlisted men. 
listed men to the 


Upon the return of en- 
United States, the first 
company or detachment commander under 
whose command they shall serve in the 
United States will prepare W.D., A.G.O. 
Form No. 30, and forward same at once to 


the Finance Officer, U. S. Army, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 
(3) Permanent civilian employees. — In 


cases of civilian employees, the discontinu- 
ance of allotments will be forwarded through 
the first administrative officer under whom 
they shall serve upon return to the United 
States, to the Finance Officer, U. S. Army, 
Washington, D. C. 

(Subparagraph designations b, ¢, and d 
are changed to ec, d, and e respectively. 

e. When an allotment of an enlisted man 
is discontinued for any reason whatsoever, 
if acknowledgement is not received by the 
organization commander within a reason- 
able time he will make a second report by 
radio or telegraph to the Finance Officer, 
U. 8S. Army, Washington, D. C. This report 
will be acknowledged by radio or telegraph. 

19. Acknowledgment of receipt of allot- 
ment papers.—The Finance Officer, U. 8. 
Army, Washington, D. C., will make ac- 
knowledgment to the respective command- 
ing officers, chiefs or individuals (par. 9) of 
the receipt by him of all authorizations for 
allotments, requests for changes or suspen- 
sions, and notification of discontinuances, 
stating the names of the allotters and the 
amounts and the periods of the allotments. 

2. The changes in AR 35-5520 published in 
paragraph 1, are effective at once insofar 
as new authorizations for allotments of pay 
are received by the Finance Officer, U. 8S. 
Army, Washington, D. C. 

The allotments now in force in conflict 
with these changes may be continued up to 
and including June 30, 1936, after which 
date they will be discontinued by the 
Finance Officer, U. S. Army, Washington, 
D. C. All concerned will take the necessary 
action to change their allotments to con- 
form with the amended regulations.

Feeding the CCC 


Figures showing the quantity of food 
required to supply 500,000 enrolled meg 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps with 
three square meals a day for one month 
were made public this week by Robert 
Fechner, director of Emergency Conger. 
vation Work. At the same time, the Dj- 
rector outlined the procedure followed by 
the War Department in making certain 
that each of the 2,427 CCC camps now in 
operation is supplied daily with whole 
some meat, dairy products of a suitable 
quality, fresh fruits and fresh vegetables 
in season and the other food produets 
which go into the CCC man’s daily menu, 

Statistics prepared by the Quartermas 
ter Corps of the Army disclose that 
the Corps, at its maximum authorized 
strength of 500,000 enrolled men, com 
sumes approximately 1,737 carloads of 
beef, bacon, pork, sugar, flour, butter, 
beans and other articles of food each 
thirty-day period. Included in these 
1,737 carloads of foodstuffs are 15,000; 
000 eggs, 1,875,000 pounds of butter, 9, 
375,000 pounds of potatoes, 4,687,000 
pounds of sugar, 1,125,000 pounds of 
cereals, 1,875,000 pounds of onions and 
large quantities of other food products, 
The thirty-day menu includes the follow. 
ing specified meats or their equivalent; 
9,375,000 pounds of beef, 1,875,000 pounds 
of chicken, 3,750,000 pounds of pork and 
1,875,000 pounds of bacon.

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Naval Communication Reserve 

Leading the competition between the 
Naval Communication Reserve Sections 
organized in the country’s fourteen Na- 
val Districts, the Communication Re- 
serve unit of the Twelfth Naval District, 
with headquarters at San Francisco, has 
been awarded the Navy Department’s 
silver trophy for excellence for the year 
1935. 

For three consecutive years prior to 
this year the Naval Communication Re- 
serve Section of the 12th Naval District 
has been accorded first place in com- 
munication competitions between the 
Sections organized in the other districts. 
By achieving first honors for three years 
in succession the 12th District Section 
has become permanent possessor of the 
Navy Department silver trophy awarded 
for communications excellence in reserve 
units. Should this Section win again in 
1936 and 1987 it will add a second tro- 
phy on which this year’s win counts as 
one leg. 

The Naval Communication Reserve, 
numbering approximately 4,000 enlisted 
and 1,500 officers all of whom serve 
voluntarily and without pay or reim- 
bursement for expenses, was organized 
in all Naval Districts in 1928. In the 
Twelfth Naval District, the first unit of 
the Communication Reserve was estab- 
lished with an enrollment of one officer 
and ten enlisted men in San Francisco. 

In seven years the Twelfth District 
Communication Reserve has grown to a 
total enrollment of one hundred officers 
and four hundred and fifty men, who 
man three hundred and fifty strictly 
amateur radio stations in California, 
Nevada, Utah, and Colorado. 

The Naval Volunteer Communication 
Reserve has been organized to serve the 
Navy at sea and on shore in peace and 
in war. It is moreover closely affiliated 
with the Red Cross and with the na- 
tional and State Forest Services for duty 
under emergency conditions of floods, 
storms, earthquakes and fires. 

The Communication Reserve of the 
Twelfth District, comprising nine sec- 
tions and twenty-nine units, is organized 
for duty and drill in divisions and squad- 
rons operating under procedure pre- 
scribed in the Battle Fleet, and in com- 
petition between the several squadrons. 
The entire District Reserve competes 
with the Reserves in the other fourteen 
naval districts under rules prescribed by 
the Navy Department. 

The Communication Reserve of the 
12th District is commanded by Lt. 
Oomdr. H. U. Linkins, C-V(S), USNR, 
whose leadership, energy and experience 
in active naval service have inspired the 
personnel under him to achieve the un-

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paralleled record of winning the Depart- 
ment’s silver trophy for four consecutive 
years. 

Lieutenant Commander Linkins was 
appointed to the Navy in 1917 being as- 
signed successively to naval communica- 
tion duty with the American naval units 
at Queenstown, Ireland, staff duty with 
Admiral Henry G. Mayo, USN, on board 
the Flagship Pennsylvania; at Naval 
Headquarters at San Diego, and finally 
as Communication Officer of the USS 
Idaho in 1921-1922. 

The motto of Lieutenant Commander 
Linkins reservists is: “Loyalty up and 
down.” 

He points with pride to the mission of 
his Reserve. “Our mission will go where 
we take it.” This was exemplified at 
the time of the loss of the Macon near 
the coast of California off Santa Cruz. 
Within ninety minutes after the Macon 
fell, a Naval Communication Reserve 
patrol was established on the beach 
nearest the spot where the ship crashed, 
prepared with a portable short wave re- 
ceiving set, mounted in an automobile 
and ready to handle all emergency mes- 
sages for the Fleet and the public.

News of the U. S. Fleet 

Tests of the relative effects of aircraft 
and submarines in conjunction with and 
in opposition to surface vessels were 
made last week during the course of a 
four-day war game in the waters off the 
California coast and adjacent to San 
Clemente Island on which a landing 
force of Fleet Marines gained a foothold 
under a protective bombardment by air- 
craft and surface ships of the Fleet. 

Participated in by four hundred naval 
planes flying from the decks of the Sara- 
toga, Lexington and Ranger and by one 
hundred cruisers, battleships, destroyers 
and submarines the maneuvers were de- 
signed to test the Navy’s new “invisible 
warfare” methods. An important fea- 
ture of the games was the repulse of 
surprise attacks by vessels of the sub- 
marine force.

Navy Band Concert Program 

With the closing of a most success- 
ful outdoor concert season, Lt. Charles 
Benter, leader of the Navy Band, an- 
nounces plans for a series of symphony 
orchestra concerts for the fall and 
winter season. 

Continuing through until spring, there 
will be an orchestral concert each Tues- 
day evening at eight o’clock, and another 
each Wednesday afternoon at 4 P. M. 











The afternoon concerts are intended 
primarily to supplement public schogj 
courses in music appreciation. The pub 
lic is invited to all these concerts, whic 
will be given at the Sail Loft in the 
Navy Yard. 

A notable factor of the 1935-36 concert 
series will be the appearance of a gy. 
phony orchestra such as has never beey 
known in the history of the Navy Band, 
and one which will compare favorably 
with the best symphonic groups in the 
country. 

The enviable record which this organ}. 
zation acquired last season—when {jt 
concerts were heard not only by capacity 
audiences which filled the Sail Loft ea 
Tuesday evening, but also by radio 
listeners over two networks—will be sur. 
passed by the greatly augmented sym. 
phony orchestra which has been in re 
hearsal since summer. The new ensemble 
of ninety-five musicians will have that 
degree of balance and voice range de 
manded by modern composers, and an 
instrumentation adequate for the proper 
interpretation of their works. 

A new voice to be heard this season 
will be that of the Orgatron—an instr. 
ment made possible by the adaptation of 
scientific principles in the comparatively 
new art of electrical tone creation and 
reproduction. An ingenious application 
of modern discoveries in this field gives 
the Orgatron a range and capacity equal 
to that of the finest concert organ. 

This season will also mark the inaugv- 
ration of a new policy, when composers 
will be invited to conduct their own 
works. Among composer-conductors whe 
will appear with the orchestra will be 
Mr. Gustave Strube, for many years the 
concertmaster at Peabody Institute, who 
will conduct one of his symphonic works 

Many improvements have also been 
made in the Auditorium at the Sail 
Loft. A new entrance has been built f 
the greater convenience of guests. 
orchestra platform has been redesigned 
so as to permit of a_ better seating 
arrangement, and its sound properties 
will be improved by the installation of a 
shell constructed of acoustical tile 
These changes, together with a harmoni- 
ous scheme of decoration, have entirely 
transformed the Sail Loft of other 
years. 

The first Symphonic Concert will be 
held Nov. 26, at 8 P.M., with Lieutenant 
Benter as conductor, Alexander Morris, 
assistant conductor and William At 
buckle, soloist-musician.

IN VIEW OF ALMOST UNIVERSAL CONSTRICTION of Italy, and Japanese 
support of another socalled independent State in North China, it is not difficult to 
foresee the results of the Disarmament Conference which will meet in London next 
month. There will be futile gestures on the part of each participant, expression 
of the naval and air requirements needed for the protection and promotion of 
national interests, talk about the vital importance of peace for humanity and 
civilization, and then probably a recess, with nothing of any real value accomplished. 
Undoubtedly, there is an underlying sentiment throughout the world against war ; 
in the United States it has taken the form of indirect support of the League of 
Nations through an embargo upon the export of armaments and implements of war 
to Italy. and by the warnings of the President and the Secretary of State that 
Americans trading with the belligerents will do so at their own risk. History is so 
soon forgot by our countrymen—the weapons of embargo and non-intercourse were 
employed more than a hundred years ago and played their part among the 
causes of the War of 1812. Yet in the face of this experience, and with Japanese 
control of almost a hundred millions of Chinese, with their valuable trade, we have 
pacifistic activity in Congress and in our Universities and Colleges. The “Com- 
mittee on Militarism in Education” is appealing for $5,000 with which to carry on 
its propaganda for the Nye-Kvale bill to prohibit compulsory military training in 
schools and colleges, and during the present year the Universities of Minnesota, 
DePauw, and New York abolished this necessary form of instruction for citizens, 
and the University of New Hampshire and Michigan State College exempted stu- 
dents from military training on grounds of conscientious objection. Such progress 
toward pacifism, and this with the fate of China before us, it is at the same time 
comforting to those who support National Defense to read the conclusions of 
George N. Peek, Chairman of the Government’s Export-Import Bank, and an in- 
fluential representative of farm interests, which are based upon an extensive tour of 
the Middle West. As the views of internationalists (he is believed to include 
Secretaries Hull and Wallace in this group), he sets forth Naval limitation by 
international agreement to meet the requirements of Great Britain, Japan, France, 
Italy and Germany, and as “a policy for America,” he sets forth a “Navy designed 
to meet American requirements, including the defense of the Panama Canal and the 
Pacific Coast.” It is of interest to note that what Mr. Peek states in the latter 
connection is the view of Admiral Standley, Chief of Operations and one of our 
delegates to London, and of the General Board of the Navy. To have the Middle 
West entertain the same judgment is a gratifying fact, which will assuage any 
disappointment that may be felt over the anticipated failure of the forthcoming 
London conference. 


IT IS A TRUISM IN OUR COUNTRY that in retirement the officers and men of 
our Army and Navy discharge their duties as citizens with the same high devotion 
that they rendered the government during their active careers. We are led to make 
this statement by the service of Major General Joseph BE. Kuhn, following his 
transfer to the retired list. An example of this fact is found in the unselfish ser- 
vice of General Kuhn to the city of San Diego. An engineer of accomplishments, 
he became deeply interested in the water problem of Southern California, and 
through the columns of the San Diego Union, as well as personal conferences with 
the interests concerned, he advanced solutions which were deeply appreciated by a 
grateful people. “He retired as a Major General,” said the San Diego Tribune 
editorially, “and went on to build a rich, inspiring life.” “We have lost, and very 
suddenly,” stated the San Diego Union, “a citizen of great ability and of great good 
will.” “Such awards as await those who live nobly here will be his,” declared the 
San Diego Sun. “We shall miss him, but never forget him,” declaimed the Mayor 
of the City. “He has been of great service to San Diego and the community life of 
our city.” In some minds there is the crude belief that a career in the Army or 
Navy makes for militarism and all the evils which it implies, but the retired life of 
General Kubn, as the retired life of practically all other officers and men, establishes 
that the soldier and sailor are the better fitted for citizenship because of the service 
under the Flag which they performed. The active personnel of the Army, as well 
as the Navy, will find in the honors paid by San Diego to the memory of General 
Kuhn an inspiration for like conduct when, they, too go on the retired list. 


IN THE CONSIDERATION OF THE BUDGET estimates for the next fiscal 
year, attention should be paid to the tank needs of the Infantry. Europe is 
thoroughly tank conscious. Within the short space of time since Hitler declared 
for rearmament, Germany has provided 400 modern tanks, Great Britain and France 
have a great many more, Russia, according to unverified reports, has 3,000, and 
Italy is demonstrating in Ethiopia her possession of these weapons, which are prov- 
ing invaluable in pressing forward her conquest of the African Kingdom. Although 
we have two tank regiments and seven divisional tank companies, they are equipped 
with only 5 modern tanks, with 18 light and 18 medium to be delivered before July 
1 next. Also in production are 104 for which appropriation has been made. It is 
estimated that the Infantry will require 450 tanks in all, so that subtracting those 
available, and those to be delivered and in course of production, numbering 145, 
there remain 305 to be appropriated for. In order to meet the needs of the Infantry, 
not only for use in the eventuality of war, but for the instruction of the officers and 
men the modest requirement presented by Major General Croft, after careful con- 
sideration, should be included in the budget, and if not found therein, should be 
inserted in the appropriation bill by the Appropriations subcommittees for the War 
Department. In these days of quick operation, the tank has a role of great im- 
portance, and any inadequacy in number is bound to affect ability to achieve an 
objective. The small personnel of the Army demands that it be provided with the 
most modern, up to date equipment, and tanks have their place in such provision.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


U. S. Troops in North China—The reports of the constitution of another Japanese 
controlled state in Northern China have brought up for the consideration of the 
National Administration the question of the continuance of the American Embassy 
and the Marine detachment in Peiping and the 15th Infantry in Tientsin. Beyond 
a protest by our government at the activity of the Japanese and the application 
of the Stimson policy of non-recognition, adopted in the case of Manchuria, it is 
not expected President Roosevelt will go. But obviously the American Embassy 
and troops cannot remain in a city which is under Japanese influence, since such 
action would carry with it the implication of recognition of the new power and 
place our Marines and Troops within the sphere of Japanese control. Therefore, 
it is proposed to transfer the Kmbassy, with the Marine detachment, probably to 
Nanking, and the 15th Infantry may be stationed in the Philippines, inasmuch as 
the 4th Marines are now at Shanghai. The objection raised to this procedure is 
that it will be accepted in the Far East as proof of the supremacy of Japan in 
all of North China. Embarrassing as the situation is to the United States and 
affecting as it does and will American trade, it is far more so for the British 
political and commercial interests. The London government is understood to be 
emphatically hostile to the Japanese policy, but may make some sort of an arrange- 
ment by which Japan will give greater recognition to British interests in the 
Yangtse Valley. Because of the Italian-Ethiopian controversy, Great Britain is 
anxious to have a thorough understanding with Japan. According to all reports the 
Russian Government is content with its ability to defend Soviet territory, and may 
not make a protest which might lead to war. It is realized in Washington that 
Japan has taken advantage of British preoccupation in the Mediterranean and 
has moved in North China partly because of that condition, and, partly in resent- 
ment for the action of the Nanking Government in going off the silver standard, 
which Tokyo believes was inspired by British interests. 

The 15th Infantry is commanded by Col. George A, Lynch, former Administra- 
tive officer in Washington of the NRA and Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, at head- 
quarters, Second Corps Area. The second in command is Col. Edmund C, Waddill, 
recently on duty at Ft. George G. Meade, Md. There are 39 Infantry officers, nine 
of the services, two warrant officers and about 700 enlisted men in the Fifteenth 
Infantry in Tientsin. 

The 15th Infantry is known in the Army as the “Can Do” regiment. It has 
served in China since March 17, 1912. The Regiment took part in the War of 
1812, the Mexican War, the Civil War, the Indian Campaigns, the War with 
Spain, and the Philippine Insurrection. 

United States troops are in North China as the result of an international 
agreement that the State Department drew up, the Senate and the President rati- 
fied. By the terms of the Protocol of 1901, after the Boxer Rebellion, the twelve 
signatories, including the United States and China, agreed to the “maintenance of 
open communications between the capital and the sea,” and occupation of certain 
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areas by the powers. The War Department sent the 15th Infantry to Ching 
carry out the United States’ part of the pact.

Rank and Title for Chaplains—One of the things that often cause pacifists to worry 
is the belief that chaplains do command duty. This arises from the fact that rank 
and title are accorded members of the chaplain corps. In touching on this subject, 
the Chief of Chaplains of the Army, in a circular sent out from his office this wee 
States: 
“The ultra-pacifists who seem to think that an army chaplain devotes most 
or all of his time to duties of a military nature evidently do not realize that he 
does not exercise command. Chaplains of different rank assigned to the same 
post are not in any sense commanded by the senior chaplain. 
that h‘s military title be used in addressing him he is in error. 
regardless of rank, are properly addressed as ‘Chaplain’. 

“To be efficient the chaplain must be regarded by the personnel he serves - 
a friend and counsellor and a moral and religious teacher. Whatever his rank, 
which is given him for pay and allowances and not for purposes of command, he 
should be regarded by all as a chaplain.”

Army Warrant Appointments—Changes in Army Regulations announced this ae 
clarify the scope of the examination for warrant officer expected to be held abo 
next March. s 
Under the terms of the amendment to paragraph 6b of Ar 610-200, candidat 
may stand test in the duties of a warrant officer assigned to the Adjutant Genera 's 
Department, the Inspector General’s Department, or the Judge Advocate yen a 
Department, rather than be examined in the duties of a master sergeant of t 
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services. Also candidates need not demonstrate their proficiency in the duties 
of all types of master sergeants of a particular arm or service, but can select 
the type. 

The new 6b follows: b. Technical.—The technical examination will be in the 
form of a written, oral, and practical demonstration of the applicant's proficiency 
in the duties of any type of master sergeant in any arm or service the applicant 
may select, or a written, oral, and practical demonstration of the applicant's pro- 
ficiency in the duties of warrant officers assigned to the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, Inspector General’s Department, or Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment. All examinations will include a demonstration of proficiency in duties which 
approximate those of a junior officer. The examinations and tests mentioned 
above will be prepared by the arms or services concerned. 

As previously written the section read: “The technical examination will be in 
the form of a written, oral and practical test in the duties of a master sergeant 
of any arm or service designated by the candidate when making application, in- 
cluding a demonstration of proficiency in duties which approximate those of a 
junior officer.” 


Trans-Pacific Flights—Vast interest and importance to the officers and men and 
their families of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps attaches to the inauguration 


on Nov. 22, of the first passenger and air mail service from California to the 
Far East. With the departure on Friday, Nov. 22, of the new giant air liner 


China Clipper from San Francisco Bay enroute to Honolulu, Guam, Midway, Wake 
Island and Manila, service personnel see the distance from home to foreign stations 
cut in the matter of time from a minimum of twenty-one days to three days. Thus 
one can send or receive letters and packages across the Pacific in less than the 
time now required for railroad train mail from Washington to California. 

Service families on station in the future in the Philippines will be no farther 
from home in emergencies of sickness than formerly was the case when California 
was the frontier as viewed from the Atlantic seaboard. Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps personnel can be depended on to make maximum use of the mail, package 
and passenger service that is now provided by the China Clipper. 

From San Francisco, as the China Clipper flies, the air distance is just eight 
miles short of eight thousand. The longest jump of the four, that, for the present 
will comprise the whole flight, is from California to Honolulu—a distance of two 
thousand four hundred and ten miles in a flying time of eighteen hours. 

From Honolulu to Midway is one thousand three hundred and eighty miles; 
from Midway to Wake Island is one thousand two hundred and forty-two miles; 
from Wake Island to Guam is one thousand four hundred and fifty miles; and 
from Guam to Manila is one thousand five hundred miles. 

Conforming to this schedule of overnight stops which will prewail during the 
first month or two of the trans-Pacific operation the total flying time from Cali- 
fornia to Manila will be five days. 

When, Midway and Wake Island are eliminated for all but emergency land 
ings, to refuel and service the Clipper, the total elapsed flying time from San 
Francisco to Manila will be cut to three days. 

The China Clipper is of course a seaplane of the monoplane type especially 
designed for the trans-Pacific flight. Equipped with engines developing eight thou- 
sand horsepower, the Clipper can carry a useful load of twenty-two thousand seven 
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hundred and eighty-four pounds. This poundage can be distributed as passengers, 


baggage freight, mail and express. 
On the initial flight no passengers embarked. Mail aggregating more than 


four tons was carried. Much of this was air mail “first flight covers” of which 
more than seventy thousand pieces were received by the U. 8. Postal authorities 
in San Francisco. 

The “Clipper” has sleeping accommodations for eighteen first class passengers. 
For shorter jumps such as Manila to Guam (1500 miles) the ship can carry 
thirty-two passengers. 

The distinction of being the first service people to fly in the China Clipper 
goes to Rear Adm. Edward H, Campbell, USN, and Mrs. Campbell and Col. Roy 
C. Kirtland, USA. They were accorded the pleasure of a trial flight on Nov, 14. 

Maj. Arthur McCrystall, AGD, was the narrator of the radio broadcast 
descriptive of the Clipper’s departure. 


N lav ister—A new edition of the Navy Register, the first since Jan. 1, 
Aegis: Boney one the printer this week. It is published as of July 1, 1935, 
and the new signal numbers listed therein will become effective, Jan. 1, 1936. 
Changes in form were few. In the notation of courses and qualifications, there 
were several alterations of interest. For the first time there is a distinction 
made between heavier-than-air and lighter-than-air aviators and aviation observers. 


Completion of the new course in personnel administration given at 
Naval ‘Training Stations, is noted, and completion of the Naval War 
College advanced course, and of courses in marine engineering and ma- 
rine engineering (operation) are shown. Credit is also given for comple- 


tion of a course in law. Heretofore, completion of the post graduate course in 
law given under the direction of the Judge Advocate General’s Office at George 
Washington University was noted in the register, but an officer who had attended 
law school on his own initiative was not credited with the completion of the 
course. Another change involved the listing of the Marine Corps staff departments. 
Heretofore, officers in these departments had not been in the general list, but was 
shown with all data under the staff department to which he was assigned. In 
the new, the officers of the staff departments are listed without any data and their 
names are included in their regular place on the general list. 


Navy “Gouges”—It has come to the attention of the Navy Department that un- 
official aids to examinations published by officers and others, for the purpose of 
assisting officers in preparation for examinations for promotion, have occasionally 
contained references to confidential and secret publications. 

“It is directed” the department ordered this week, “that this practice be stopped 
and that no reference be made in such aids (gouges) to the source of confidential or 
secret information, or even to the fact that the answer to a question is secret or 


confidential. 


Motors in National Guard—Figures relative to the operation of motor vehicles 
during the summer tours of duty of all organizations of the Massachusetts National 
Guard in 1935 are particularly interesting. 

A total number of 598 vehicles were operated during these camps for a total 
of 588,489 vehicle miles or an average of approximately 980 miles per vehicle. 

Approximately 5100 officers and men were transported to and from these 
camps in motor vehicles and many more during camp, particularly in the 26th 
Division. There were no serious accidents to vehicles, two hundred dollars would 
probably cover all costs for repairs and replacement of parts, and only a very 
few minor injuries to personnel incident to their transportation by motor, none of 
which required hospitalization. 

This is a record that the Massachusetts National Guard is properly proud of 
and it is due to the care with which all officers and men concerned in the opera- 
tion of these vehicles exercised at all times and to their careful instruction prior 


to camps.

eral’s office dated October 15, 1935 hag 
been rescinded and the following gyp.

“Corps Area Commanders are author. 
ized to waive the requirements for 
recommendation of an examining board 
third column of paragraph 19 b (8); 
AR 140-5, and so much of paragraph 2 
c, AR 140-5, as requires reference of 
applications to examining boards, jy 
cases of applicants recommended for 
appointment in the Medical, Dental or 
Veterinary Corps Reserve at the time 
of receipt by them of an appropriate de. 
gree from a Class A Medical or an ap- 
proved Dental or Veterinary school, 
Determination of fitness for appointment 
in such cases will be based on the 
recommendations of Regular Army medi. 
cal officers and Presidents or Deans of 
the respective schools. 

“Recommendations under this author. 
ity for appointments in the Medical, 
Dental or Veterinary Corps Reserve of 
prospective graduates of the specified 
schools will be submitted on the special 
form provided for the purpose, to be 
signed by the Corps Area Surgeon and 


the President or Dean of the institu. 
tion. Letters of appointment and com- 
missions will be forwarded to Corps 


Area Commanders for delivery to the 
prospective graduates at the time of re- 
ceipt by them of the appropriate degree 
provided they are regarded as_ other- 
wise satisfactory. 

“Applications should not be submitted 
unless appointment is desired by the 
prospective graduate and it appears 
probable that he will at the time of 
graduation, be eligible and qualified pro- 
fessionally and physically. The papers 
should be carefully checked to insure 
that they are completely and correctly 
prepared and special attention should be 
given to the items following: 

“a. The name of the institution should 
be identical for all applicants of the 
same profession from the same univer- 
sity or college. 

“b. As date of appointment is deter- 
mined by reported date of graduation, it 
is important ‘that this date be carefully 
checked and correctly reported. If more 
than one date of graduation is reported 
for the same profession from the same 
university or college, the reason there- 
for should be stated. 

“ce, All signatures by an _ applicant 
should be in his full first, middle and 
last names. 

“d. In cases of foreign born appli- 
cants careful inquiry should be made as 
to citizenship, Statement should be made 
on the recommendation sheet showing 
the form of evidence of citizenship sub- 
mitted and check should be made to in- 
sure proper answer is made to question 
5 on W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 170. 

“Recommendation sheets and W.D., 
A.G.O. Forms Nos. 170 and 63 should be 
assembled for each applicant and all 
papers for graduates of the same instl- 
tution should be forwarded to this office 
under one cover on or before April 15th 
of each year, accompanied by a list of 


those recommended for appointment, 
segregated by section and arranged 


alphabetically under each section. In 
view of the large amount of work in 
this office, particularly in connection 
with appointments from the ROTC it is 
essential that papers be forwarded 4 
indicated and that every effort prac 
ticable be made to avoid delay in sub- 
mitting recommendations and applica- 
tions.

Aztec Club of 1847 


The annual meeting and dinner of the 
Aztec Club of 1847 was held at the Army 
and Navy Club, Washington, on Satur- 
day, November 16th. There were about 
forty members present at the meeting 
and, in addition, a number of distin- 
guished guests came in late for the din- 
ner. The President of the Club, Col. 
J. F. Reynolds Landis, USA-Ret., pre- 
sided at both the meeting and dinner. 

The Aztec Club of 1847: Military So- 


ciety of the Mexican War, is, as its 
name indicates, eighty-eight years old, 


and is the oldest hereditary military so- 
ciety in the country except the Society 
of the Cincinnati. It was established in 
the City of Mexico at the close of the 
war with that country and was pat- 
terned after the Society of the Cincin- 
nati, many of its primary members hav- 
ing been the sons or grandsons of origi- 
nal members of the Cincinnati. The Az- 
tee Club is distinguished by the amaz- 
ingly large number of men of the high- 
est distinction that have held member- 
ship. Three of its original members have 
been Presidents of the United States: 
Taylor, Pierce and Grant; and one was 
President of the Confederate States: 
Davis. Among the leading officers of the 
Civil War on both sides there were many 
members of the Aztee Club, including: 
Generals Grant, Lee, Sherman, Beaure- 
gard, Hooker, Johnston, Kirby-Smith, 
Meade, Buckner, Reynolds, Longstreet, 
McClellan, Ewell, Hancock, Hardee, 
Logan, Pemberton, Porter, Magruder, 
Kearny, Bragg, and Heth and Admirals 
Farragut and Porter, and many others. 
Theodore O’Hara, author of “The Bi- 
vouae of the Dead”, lines from which 
are seen in every military cemetery, was 
a primary member of the Aztec Club. 
The Club has numbered on its rolls no 
less than six generals, two admirals, five 
lieutenant-generals, one  vice-admiral, 
seventy major-generals, twelve rear-ad- 
mirals, seventy-nine brigadier-generals 
and one commodore. 

At the dinner of 1935 the beautiful 
silver teocalli, presented many years ago 
to the club by Col. DeLancey Floyd- 
Jones, was placed with ceremony before 
the toastmaster. Music was furnished 
by the U. S. Marine Band. Guest speak- 
ers included: Brig. Gen. Perry L. Miles, 
who responded to the toast “The Army” ; 
Capt. Stephen ©. Rowan, USN, who re- 
sponded to the toast “The Navy”; Maj. 
Gen. L. Me. Little, USMC, who re- 
sponded for “The Marine Corps”. The 
Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman, Bishop of 
Washington, spoke on present day prob- 
lems. Other guests spoke respectively for 
other hereditary patriotic societies, in- 
cluding The Society of the Cincinnati, 
the Society of Colonial Wars, the Sons 
of the American Revolution, the Order 
of Founders and Patriots of America, 
the Loyal Legion and the Order of For- 
eign Wars. 

At the close of the meeting the Club’s 
Vice President, Mr. Charles Lee Andrews 
of New York, became President as re 
quired by the Constitution. The other 
officers elected were: Maj. Edgar E. 
Hume, USA, Vice President: Mr. Con- 
way B. Hunt, 2015 N St., Washington, 
Secretary; Mr. L. L. Nicholson, Trea- 
surer.

I read with interest and approval your 
Number 1 editorial in issue dated Nov. 
2, 1935, concerning credit for enlisted 
service National Guard, to officers now 
in the Regular Services, 

I have honorable discharge for 1% 
years enlisted service in Mass. Volun- 
teer Militia and another for 8 years in 
the Ill. National Guard, for which I 
have not even paper credit in that it 
does not appear in the Register. 

National Guard service in the forma- 
tive period of a boy’s or very young 
man’s life molds him for a_ military 
career, to the benefit and economy of the 
Federal Government in time of stress. 

In both of thee units where I served 
we paid company dues of 75¢ a month 
and turned back into mess funds half 
of our pay received for the 2 weeks 
training period at state camps—we had 
one grand military ball a year at a cost 
of perhaps $2.00 per person.

Soldiers”, by the rabble as we would 


pass and many times we resented with 
our fists. 

We would drill one night a week and 
have a N. ©. O. school one night a week 
for which pay was not even dreamed of. 
We paraded on holidays and civie fune 
tions thus giving up our own holidays 
for a cause—an ideal. 

I suppose all of us enjoyed it, equally 

perhaps we even loved it. Possibly we 
were following an hereditary psycho- 
logical urge from military

which even at that early age was driving | 


shadow of a thought of pecuniary re- 
ward. It was a loyalty that never could 
be purchased by money. 

We are all proud of it and no doubt 
are far better officers now because of 
having lived the life, we can understand 
the psychology of the enlisted man. We 
have no desire to place a money value 
on this past service, but it would be 
wonderfully pleasing to have it on our 
records—to have it recoginzed—it would 
add just a little more to the beauty of 
traditions of the Service.

Credit for Air Mail Duty 
Editor, AkMy AND Navy JourNAL: 


Your ARMY AND Navy JourNAL dated 
November 2, 1935 contatned an article 
which commented upon the President's 
award of the Air Mail Fliers Medal of 
Honor bestowed upon seven postal pilots, 
The article went on to point out, and 
justly, the heroism of our Army Air Mail 
pilots during that blizzardous winter of 
1934. In conclusion it was written that 
the Army Air Mail pilots were worthy 
of being represented in the President's 
medal award group. 

I am one of fifty or more Army Air 
Corps Reserve Officers who carried the 
airmail in the central zone during ‘the 
winter of 1934. Upon completion of our 
airmail duties amid profuse congratula- 
tions and promises to be remembered if 
a “break” came, we were relieved from 
active duty. A “break” to any Air Corps 
reserve officer means the opportunity of 
getting a regular commission in the Air 
Corps. 

Some of us have since that time been 
granted short extensions of active duty 
with the Air Corps, others have accepted 
co-pilots jobs with the Airlines, and still 
others have gone back to the city or 
farm. Uppermost in our hearts, however, 
is the hope that we may sometime soon 
have the opportunity of accepting the 
Air Corps as a career. 

Those who have observed and felt the 
pulse of Air Corps development and ex- 
pansion are confident that an increase in 
personnel as well as equipment is inevi- 
table. Boards of officers will convene and 
select from eligible reserve officers some 
to be admitted into the regular Army 
Air Corps. 

Any credited recognition of our Army 
airmail service by the Final Examining 
Board for regular commissions would do 
much more toward repaying us for our 
efforts than medals of honor.

Promotion By Selection 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Some of the daily newspapers have 
had erroneous quotations from Admiral 
Sims’ article about promotion in the 
Navy, representing the Admiral as con- 
demning selection in the promotion of 
officers. Admiral Sims expressed the 
opinion that selection is necessary and 
wrote of the seniority system, that pre- 
ceded the use of selection in our Navy, 
“The deadening effect of promotion by 
seniority can hardly be realized by those 
not old enough to have witnessed its 
results. All but the very worst officers 
reached the highest grades" The Ad- 
miral criticized the present Navy meth- 
ods of applying selection. He contended, 
after extensive research, that the ree- 
ords of service alone give too narrow 
a basis for choosing officers for advance- 
ment. His excellent recommendation was 
to add the opinions of the officers in 
the grade next above that of the candi- 
dates for promotion. For example, ten 
captains are to be designated for promo- 
tion to the grade of rear admiral. Each 
of the some fifty admirals in active ser- 
vice would send to the selection board 
the names of the ten captains he recom- 
mends for advancement, 

Some armies use a combination of the 
seniority and the selection methods, 
Such a system os the French uve is more 
flexible than either unmodified seniority 
or unmodified selection. The French

Force units implicates matters hereto- 
fore considered as pertaining to juris- 
diction, are questions requiring clarifi- 
cation. For example, fixed radio install- 
ations, the condition of the flying field 
at an air base, the provision of adequate 
range facilities for combat units, the 
proper operation of the airdrome light- 
ing plant, shops and fuel and oil distri- 
bution, ete., are matters of primary con- 
cern to all Air Force commanders in- 
volved. 


“4. The responsibility for the opera- 
tion and training of Air Force units is 
assigned to the Air Force Commander. 
The Corps Area Comander is not charged 
with such command responsibilities in 
connection with Air Force units. He is, 
therefore, not primarily interested in air 
base activities having a vital bearing 
on Air Force units located in the air 
base, or bases over which he holds juris- 
diction. (See TR 440-15). The Corps 
Area Commander’s interest naturally is 
concentrated upon his immediate re- 
sponsibilities located at a station, ac- 
cented in the form of discipline, appear- 
ance of personnel, maintenance of build- 
ings, and grounds, and the like. Juris- 
diction, control and command, as now 
delegated, involves concurrent existing 
functions not only in the Corps Area 
Commander, and the GHQ Air Force 
Commander, but also in the Station 
Commander, the Wing Commander, and 
The Chief of the Air Corps. Lines of 
demarcation are not clearly defined, and 
the practical application of authority is 
productive of discord and not conducive 
to a smoothly and expeditiously devel- 
oped GHQ Air Force. Such overlapping 
is definitely interfering with the GHQ 
Air Force operations and training, and, 
therefore, makes it difficult to determine 
and establish a proper organization 
based on sound operating principles. 

“5. The War Department, in para- 
graph 6, letter of instruction, dated Dec. 
31, 1934, directs the GHQ Air Force or- 
ganization to set up “highly mobile tac- 
tical units” serviced by “mobile service 
squadrons.” Air bases, permanent and 
emergency, are inherently vital to air 
operations and determine conclusively 
the degree of mobility attained. Flexi- 
bility of operations is measured by the 
range, speed, and carrying capacity of 
aircraft operating tactically from these 
airbases and from the location, develop- 
ment and control of the bases. 

“6. The Final Report of the War De- 
partment Committee on Army Air Corps, 
Section XVIII, 3 ¢, page 63 states, ‘The 
Air Corps units of the Army’s covering 
and overseas forces must be ready at all 
times for war service. An air force 
cannot be improvised after M-day. To 
be effective at the outset of a war, it 
must be effective in time of peace. It, 
therefore, follows that not only should 
air force organizations be maintained 
on a war footing in time of peace, but 
moreover, the base facilities required to 
produce mobility have to be developed 
and controlled by the Air Force Com- 
mander in view of the essential role 
these bases play in Air Force operations. 
Actually, the fighting, front line cate- 
gory of the Army Air Corps as repre- 
sented by the GHQ Air Force, contains 
three essential echelons, viz.: (1) The 
GHQ Command and Staff, (2) The Com- 
bat Unit, and (3) The Air Base. This 
latter agency contains permanent (stra- 
tegic) air bases, categorically referred 
to as peacetime air stations, including 
emergency (tactical) airdromes, now 
selected tentatively, but undeveloped. 
All active airdromes, within air 
bases, require service squadrons and 
airdrome squadrons (now tentatively 
organized into station complements, 
in the permanent stations), to re 
lease the combat unit echelon to the 
performance of its vital mission of train- 
ing and operations. The duties of the 
three echelons are so closely interrelated 
and so definitely designed toward the 
increase of Air Force combat efficiency, 
that any lack of direct command re- 
sponsibilities, over any element thereof, 
creates a distinct embarrassment to the 
GHQ Air Force Commander and his 
subordinate Wing Commanders in the 
accomplishment of their missions. The

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RCA Aids Merchant Marine 


Radio facsimile will reach out to ships 
at sea within the next few weeks to 
transmit weather maps, printed matter 
and pictures on a regular, scheduled 
basis. That advance was disclosed at 
the demonstration of receiving apparatus 
for the service at Second Annual Marine 
Exhibition in New York City. 

The achievement of a regular fac- 
simile service to ships is a culmination 
of several years of development by the 
RCA laboratories, including many ex- 
perimental tests at sea. 


The development of terminal appara- 
tus has been completed, and equipment 
identical with that being shown at the 
Marine Exhibition will be placed on four 
chosen vessels as they make their next 
call at the port of New York. The ships 
are of American, German, Norwegian 
and Spanish registry, arrangements hav- 
ing been previously made by Charles J. 
Pannill, President of the Radiomarine 
Corporation of America when he was 
in Brussels last summer. This step to- 
ward the extension of the Radiomarine 
Corporation's service to vessels of other 
nations is natural, since the American 
company is the first in the world, in 
this field, to have developed radio fac- 
simile for marine service. 


Short waves will be employed for 
transmission, as in the present commer- 
cial transoceanic service of picture 
transmission. That part of the radio 
spectrum is best suited to long distance 
transmission. 

The U. 8S. Weather Bureau will sup- 
ply the radio company daily with 
weather maps of the Atlantic, and these 
will be sent to the ships on two different 
frequencies, one adapted to transmission 
up to about 1500 miles, and the other 
suited to transmission over greater dis- 
tances. The ship operators will thus be 
able to select the frequency of most 
efficient reception for their position. Al- 
though the service will at first consist 
largely of weather maps, the facsimile 
apparatus will also be tested in the re- 
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ception of type matter and pictures. It 


is expected that further development 
will revolutionize methods of communi- 
cating news to ships.

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended Nov. 13, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,484. 
000,000, an increase of $2,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and of 
$15,000,000 compared with the corre. 
sponding week in 1934. 

On November 13 total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,492,000,000 an in- 
crease of $30,000,000. This increase 
corresponds with increases of $75,000. 
000 in member bank reserve balances 
and $10,000,000 in nonmember deposits 
and other Federal Reserve accounts and 
a decerase of $2,000,000 in Treasury and 
national bank currency, offset in part by 
an increase of $33,000,000 in monetary 
gold stock and decreases of $14,000,000 in 
Treasury cash and deposits with Federal 
Reserve banks and $8,000,000 in money 
in circulation. Member bank reserve 
balances on November 13 were estimated 
to be approximately $3,050,000,000 in ex- 
cess of legal requirements. 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchased 
bills and industrial advances. An in- 
crease of $5,000,000 in holdings of United 
States Treasury notes was offset by a 
decrease of $5,000,000 in holdings of 
United States Treasury bonds.

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Commands Philippine Dept. 

Manila—Maj. Gen. Charles E. Kil- 
bourne, USA, will take over the com- 
mand of the Philippine Department upon 
the departure of Maj. Gen. Frank 
Parker for the United States. A recent 
War Department order received at the 
Headquarters of the Philippine Depart- 
ment directs that General Kilbourne de- 
lay his departure for the States and take 
over the Philippine command until the 
arrival of Maj.

Veterinary Reserve Promotions 

In order that the authorized grades 
of the Veterinary Corps Reserve may 
conform to those authorized in the Shep- 
pard Bill for the Veterinary Corps of 
the Regular Army, the following changes 
governing appointment in the Veterinary 
section of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
have been announced by the War De- 
partment : 

“All future original appointments in 
the lowest grade of the Veterinary Corps 
Reserve will be made in the grade of 
first lieutenant. 

“All second lieutenants of the Veteri- 
nary Corps Reserve in a status of eligi- 
bility for assignment, active duty, and 
promotion in peace time, will be ten- 
dered new appointments in the grade of 
first lieutenant upon the submission of 
u Satisfactory report of physical exami- 
nation. It is desired that the action of 
Corps Area and Department Command- 
ers and The Surgeon General in secur- 
ing reports of physical examination and 
in submitting recommendations in con- 
formity with this paragraph be expe- 
dited. 

“Veterinary Corps Reserve officers up- 
pointed first lieutenants in accordance 
with the next preceding paragraph will 
be credited with all their service as 
second lieutenants, Veterinary Corps Re- 
serve, in computing the minimum time 
in grade for promotion to the grade of 
captain under the present regulations 
governing time in grade requirements 








Corps. 

“Second lieutenants of the Veterinary 
Corps Reserve now ineligible for assign- 
ment, active duty, and promotion in 
peace time will not be tendered appoint- 
ments as first lieutenants, Veterinary 
Corps Reserve, unless they first meet the 
full requirements for restoration to a 
status with full eligibility now laid down 
by Army Regulations. If they do not 
meet these requirements, they will not 
be tendered reappointments at the ex- 
piration of their current five-year ap- 
pointments. This is in conformity with 
current regulations. In case a second 
lieutenant, Veterinary Corps Reserve, 
now on the ineligible list fully re-estab- 
lishes his status on the eligible list 
within the period of his current appoint- 
ment, he will be tendered an appoint- 
ment as first lieutenant, Veterinary 
Corps Reserve, upon submission of a 
satisfactory report of physical exami- 
nation. 

“No change in status will be made in 
the cases of former second lieutenants, 


Veterinary Corps Reserve, now in the 
Inactive Reserve (former Auxiliary Sec- 
tion, Officers’ Reserve Corps).”

gram of the land-grant colleges, Py 
sixty years the policy of these ingtity. 
tions has favored compulsory military 
training. 

“With the spectre of war casting jtg 
shadow across the world, it would seey 
to me to be shortsightedness to the nth 
degree were land-grant colleges not to 
continue military training in the same 
effective way that has been followed jp 
each institution since its founding. 

“So far as I can see, military training 
is the only thing left in the curriculyy 
that combines training requiring kee, 
mental alertness with a wholesome 
physical development. [I have seen hu. 
dreds of awkward, clumsy boys mets. 
morphosed by a year’s military training, 
into alert, sprightly, young men capable 
of standing at attention, looking yon 
straight in the eye, and answering your 
question definitely. That is worth some- 
thing in this age of standing on one leg 
and hem-hawing as you talk. To abolish 
military training in land-grant college 
in the hope of abolishing war would le 
about as rational as to abolish the agri- 
cultural college in the hope of bringing 
prosperity to the farmer. 

“The contents of the courses in the 
ROTC are changed in accordance with 
the development of military science. If 
modern defense needs new tactics, those 
tactics will be taught. The charge that 
military training as now given in colleges 
is obsolete mere hoakum and made for 
the purpose of discrediting the work. A 
similar charge could be made against 
any other college course with the same 
degree of accuracy. Were these colleges 
to meet their full responsibility to the 


nation, they would not only organize in- 
fantry and coast artillery units but alse 


organize chemical and_ bacteriological 
and agricultural units, so that in case of 
war there would be trained men in- 
mediately available and organized for 
work not normally considered military.”
